The Philadelphia Press credit* 
Mrs. George T. Sanders with a 
suggestion to raake the "glove 
alphabet" for the deaf and the blind 
a universal medium of communica* 
tion. 

The article occupies a full column 
explanatory of the system, which is 
in brief: a glove, lettered at the tips 
and points of the fingers, to be 
touched at the respective letters in 
spelling out wordn. 

The paper has a display head to 
the article, in which it ib stated in 
bold-faced letters that the method 
will '• supersede the cumbersome 
method of finger alphabets and lip- 
reading." This will be a jolt to the 
oralists and a return in like coin for 
their many extravagant claims. 

To be frank, we do not believe 
Mrs. Sanders put it that way. It is 
probably the result of a spac^- 
writer's imagination. 

For accuracy in conversation with 
the deaf (always excepting in writ- 
ing) there is nothing that approxi- 
mates the manual alphabet. It is 
clear, convenient^ and certain in 
results. The touch alphabet — or 
glove alphabet — has its uses» and 
that im chiefly with the blind deaf. 
But there is no comparison as to 
effectiveness in cases of deafncas 
alone^ provided the parties con versing 
know how to spell and to read spell- 
ing upon the fingers. 

The manual alphabet is effective 
at any distance that is not too fat to 
discern the finger movements, 
while the glove alphabet requires 
juxtaposition, a keen sense of touch, 
and considerable patience. 

Of course the one point to be play- 
ed up is that any hearing person can 
spell on the glove without previous 
instruction, but he would be obliged 
to hesitate and flounder around loqk- 
log for the letters, in the same man- 
ner as a beginner at typewriting 
searches for the keys. 



JOHN KKBLE CliOUD HONORBB 
BY ITALiT FOR UWULVERH. 

It is officially announced today In 
an Associated Press dispatch from the 
Italian headquarters in Northern 
Italy, that John Keble Cloud of St. 
Louis, a Red Cross ambulance driv- 
er, has been decorated with the Ital- 
ian War Cross for excellent conduct 
on Mont Grappa, early in June. 

A letter just received from Cloud 
by his father, James H. Cloud, of 
2606 Virginia Avenue, Principal for 
the Gallaudet School for the deaf 
and dumb at 3437 Henrietta Street, 
announces that Cloud has been re- 
commended for further honor at the 
hands of the British Government. 

The letter contains a copy of a 
letter from Lieutenant- General Cav- 
an, commander of the British forces 
in Italy, to the Commissioner of the 
Red Cross at Vicenza, Italy, express- 
ing **deep appreciation of the gal- 
lant action" of Bayard Wharton, as- 
sisted by Cloud and Lieut. Walder- 
spuhl of the Red Cross ambulance 
service, in saving the life of Lieut. 
H. J. Watts, R. A. F., in the River 
Brenta on May 24th, The letter 
states that the incident is being 
brought to the attention of the 
higher authorities in England. 

Cloud is 22 years old. He had 
gone to Gallaudet at Wahington, D. 
C. , as a normal student when the deaf 
and dumb of America raised a fund 
to maintain a Red Cross ambulance 
in Europe. Cloud was chosen as its 
driver. He served six months with 
Section 63 at Verdun and then vol- 
unteered for Italian service. He 
was assigned to Section i of the 
American Red Cross Ambulance 
Corps in Italy, being one of the first 
Americans to reach that country in 
the war. He has served there nine 
months. 

In his letter to his father, Cloud 
writes: 

"Thought you might be worried 
about the news accounts of Austrian 
attacks. We think it is about over. 
The Italians did wonderfully and 
have regained about all their old line. 
We were in it from start to finish. 
Have been through some wild ex- 
periences, but am none the worse for 
it. The hotter it gets the more we 
enjoy It." 

Cloud is a graduate of Smith 
Academy. A brother, George H. 
Cloud, 20 years old, is with Ameri- 
can Sanitary Unit No. 18, in France. 
The dispatch stated that Capt. R, 
W. Bates, of Cambridge, Mass., Jo- 
seph Widner, of New York, and 
James Baker, of Minneapolis, Red 
Cross ambulance drivers, also were 
decorated with the Italian war cross.

The JoomjiAi. will be glmd to 
enumerate all the war workers, in- 
cluding the fsLim^TS and farmerettes, 
if they will send by posul card the 
aeoMin ry information. 

We will also open a column to 
give a list of the sons ol the deaf 
who are in the Army and Navy. 

All of the above will be very 
much to the credit of the deaf, if 
pisced properly on record, and may 
have considerable effect upon their 
future opportunities after the war is

Patriotic pilgrimages of the Li- 
berty Bell werr — 1885, New Orl'vui^^ 
World's Industrial Cotton Exposi- 
tion; 1893, Chicago, World'« Co- 
lumbian Exposition J 1895, Atlanta, 
Cotton States aud Allanta Exposi- 
tion; 1903, Charleston, South Caro* 
Una Inter-State aud West Indian 
Exposition ; 1903, Boston, 128th An- 
niversary of the Battle of Bunker 
Hill; 1904, St Louis, Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition; 1915, San Fran- 
cisco, Panarua Pacific International 
Exposition. 

The Liberty Bell weigh« 2080 
pounds. It measures 12 feet 
around the lip and 7 feet 6 inches 
around the crown. From lip to 
crown along in-curve of the Bell the 
lueasurement is 3 feet, over the 
crown it is 2 feet 3 inches. The 
clapper is 3 feet 2 inches long. 

The main lettering about the 
crown is in two lines reading : 

Proclaim LIBERTY throughout 
all the LAND unto all the Inhabit- 
ants thereof, Lev. XXV, 10. 

By Order of the Assembly of the 
Proviuce of Pennsylvania for the 
State House in Philadelphia. 

Below is the imprint of the *• two 
ingenious workmen." — SeL

The liiljerty Bell. 



The bell was cast in London in 
1753 by order of tire Asseiubly of 
Pennsylvania, at acost of one hun- 
dred pounds Hterling. It was brought 
to Philadelphia iu that year, and at 
the fii-st trial was '* cracked by a 
stroke of the clapper without any 
other violence." 

Press and Stow, two Philadelphia 
•• ingenious workmen" undertook 
the recasting of the Bell. The fir-st 
tria5 was not satisfactory, the 
Liberty Bell being the result of the 
second effort. Ttie cost was £60 30s 
5d (aliout 1303.) 

The Bell was hung in the tower 
of Independence Hall and was used 
to convene the AsvHeinbly, call 
public meetings, and on July 8, 
1775, it rang when the Declaration 
of Independence was proclaimed — 
the Declaration having been adopt- 
ed on July 2, and farmally ratified 
as a public expression on July 4, 
1776. 

In 1777, when Philadelphia was 
about to be invaded, the Bell was 
taken to AUentown, Pa. It was 
returned in the same year, and rung 
on every occasion of note — iu tri- 
umph hen CornwalUs surrendered at 
Yorktown, in sorrow when Wash- 
ington was bnried, in joy when La- 
fayette revisited America. 

During the funeral obseqnief of 



The Liberty lioans. 

The United States entered the war 
on April 6th, 19 17. Eighteen days 
later, by a practically unanimous 
vote, Congress passed the Liberty 
Loan bill. 

On May 2d, the First Liberty 
Loan was announced; on May 14th, 
the details were made public, and on 
the 1 5 thy the campaign began and 
closed one month later. The issue 
was for $2,000,000,000, the bonds 
bearing ^}4 per cent interest and 
running for 15-30 years. The bonds 
carried the conversion privilege, en- 
titling the holder, if he chose, to 
convert them into bonds of a later 
issue bearing a higher rate of in- 
terest. Four and a half million sub- 
scribers from every section of the 
country, representing every condi- 
tion, race, and class of citizens, sub- 
scribed for more than $3,000,000,- 
000 of the bonds. Only $2,000,000,- 
000 was allotted. 

The outstanding features of the 
First Liberty Loan were the promt- 
ness with which it was arranged and 
conducted, the patriotism of the 
newspapers, banks, corporations, 
organizations, and people generally 
in working for its success, and the 
heavy oversubscription of more than 
50 percent. Another notable fea- 
ture was that there was no interrup- 
tion to the business of the country 
occasioned by the unprecedented 
demand upon its money resources. 

The Second Liberty Loan com- 
paign opened on October r , 191 7, and 
closed on October 27. The l>onds of 
this issue bear 4 per cent interest 
and run for 10-25 years. They carry 
the conversion privilege. It was 
announced that 50 per cent of over- 
subscription would l>e taken. Nine 
million subscribers subscribed to 
$4.617 »532, 000 of the bonds, an 
over-subcription of 54 per cent. 
Only $3,808,766, r 50 of the bonds 
was allotted. 

This campaign was marked with 
the same enthusiastic support of the 
public as its predecessor. The lalxjr 
and fraternal organizations were 
especially active in this campaign, 
and the women of the country did 
efficient organized work which great- 
ly contributed to the success of the 
loan. The men in the Army and 
Navy worked for and subscribed 
largely to the loan. 

The Third Liberty Loan compaign 
opened on April 6, 1918, one year ex- 
actly after our entrance into the war, 
and closed on May 4. The bonds of 
this issue bear 4 J^ per cent interest 
and run for 10 years, are not subject 
to redemption prior to maturity, and 
carry no conversion privilege. The 
loan was announced for $3,000,000,- 
000, but the right was reserved to ac- 
cept all additional subscriptions. 
Seventeen million subscribers sub- 
scril>ed for $4,170,019,650 of the 
bonds, all of which was allotted. 

A great feature of this loan was 
its very wide distribution among the 
people and throughout the Union, 
and the fact that the country dis- 
tricts promptly and heavily subscrib- 
ed to the loan, in a great measure 
making up their quotas earlier than 
the cities. Secretary McAdoo pro- 
nounced this loan the soundest of 
national financing. 

A little over a year>go there was 
some 300,000 United States bond- 
holders ; there are now somewhere 
between 20,000,000 and 25,000,000. 
Awakened patriotism has made the 
American people a saving people, a 
bond-buying people. The effect of 
the Liberty Loans ou the national 
character, on our national life, on 
the individual citizen and our home 
life is immeasurable — of incalculable 
benefit. Not less incalculable is their 
effect on the destiny of the world as 
our ships plow the seas and our men 
and material in Europe beat back 
the Huns. 

The Fourth Liberty Loan cam- 
paign will begin Saturday, Septem- 
ber 28th, and close October 19th. 
No American doubts its success; no 
good American will fall to contri 
bute to its success. The blood of 
our men fallen in Europe calls to us; 
our answer must be and will be 
worthy of them and our country.

He 
saw a gas-mask, water-canceen and 
many other things which are used 
in the war. In the evening some 
different blocks were decorated 
with flags and paper lamps, as a 
block- paity, for the purpose of col- 
lecting money for the Red <Jro«s 
fund. It was a beautiful sight dur- 
ing the evening to see the streets 
glowing with lights.

The Origin of Thumb PrinU

forward on the basis of actual ob- 
servatlon by an eminent professor of 
physiology, Pnrklbje, 1823. It has 
long i)een used in India to prevent 
false personations and fix the iden- 
tity of executants of documents. 
The police in Bengal, India, were th© 
first to adopt finger prints as a 
regular system of identification, and 
since then it hau spread all over 
the world. This simple system is 
now generally superseding the far 
more complicated and more pre- 
tentious systems put forward by 
Bertillon and others, since it has 
proven far more reliable.
